Fortunately the newspapers in Lou- 


-fflisiana arc not in danger. 


No politician, no military or civil 


authority in the United Slates has 
"lc 'mwcr to liccns-o, censor or sttp- 
press n newspaper—and special tax- 
ation singling out the newspapers a- 
lone has been construed by American 
nnd British courts to have but ono ob- 
vious purpose, to stifle editorial crit- 
icism. 


Colonel R. R. McCormick in 
his 


pamphlet "The Case for the Freedom 
of the Press," prepared for Chicago 
Tribune November IB, 1933, rccaljs 
this history: 


After licensing was abolished in 


England. . . .a device was conceiv- 
ed, not to pick out individual edi- 
tors for discipline, but to sup- 
press the whole institution of the 
press. That was done by excess- 
ive taxation which 
in 
England 


from 1G90 down to 1832 varied be- 
tween 1 cent and 8 cents a copy 
on every newspaper sold. Obvious- 
ly, the newspaper industry of Eng- 
land wilted. It did not revive until 
after the year 1838, when excessive 
taxation was fina])y abandoned. 


The press won its freedom in Eng- 


land as a powerful arm of the Common 
People in their struggle against the 
Crown and the Nobility—thus its title 
the Fuorth Estate. There had been 
the Crown, the Nobles, and the Com- 
moners—to which was 
added 
the 


Press.

« A satisfied imilc was Senator Lonp'i> 
only reply to the shouted charges of 
his opposition that the newspaper tax 
was aimed at free speech and was 
shaped as reprisal against the Louis- 
iana dailies that have bitterly criti- 
cized his five-year political distator- 
ship.

of the "second revolution", has kept 
silent, once more will use the forum 
of the so-called national parliament 
to address the nation and the world. 


His speech is calculated to answer 


the innumerable questions German 
citizens and foreigners have been ask- 
ing in explanation of the executions. 


The Reichstag has not met since 


January 30. when the chancellor gave 
an exhaustive account of 
his 
first 


year's stewardship. 


Part of Hitler's policy is to call the 


Reichstag together only on the most 
important occasions.

ret order was issued Tuesday to all 
members of the Storm Troops section 
known as the S. A. Reserves No 1 to 
turn in their arms, which will be 
stored at depots.

Whether Victor Lutze, new head of 
the organization, was responsible for 
the order, could not be ascertained, 
but it was presumed he was.

British-French fact 


LONDON, Eig.—(/P)—Louis Barthou, 


French 
foreign 
minister, indicated 


Tuesday upon his departure for Paris 
that Britain will go to the aid of 
France in case the Franco-Belgium 
area is ever invaded by a foreign 
power. 


"We French and British are agreed 


on the European situation," Barthou 
said as he departed, indicating that 
the British had acceded to most of 
the points of the French proposal. 


He reiterated that no formal pact of 


any kind had been signed, but that 
the two nations had reached a "friend- 
ly understanding.".

Chamber of Deputies committee in- 
vehtigating the Stavisky scandal that 
Renault accepted 50,000 francs as a re- 
tainer to intervene on behalf of the 
late Serge Stavisky. 


Judge Ordonneau, who conducted 


most of the investigations in the col- 
lapse cf Stavisky's Bayonne munici- 
pal pawn shop, was directed to de- 
termine whether the charges warrant 
holding the former minister for trial. 


The article under which the investi- 


gation is being made calls for loss of 
civic rights and a fine double the a- 
mount accepted if found guilty.

Paris Sees Nazi Attempt 


to Break Up English

PARIS, France—(#>)—French offic- 


ialdom Monday considered that the 
"menace" presented by Germany was 
unabated by the peace gesture con- 
tained in the speech of Rudolph HC.S.S. 
aide to Chancellor Adolf Hitler. 


The French called "superfluous" the 


warning against an invasion of Ger- 
many, and regarded Hess' speech as 
an attempt to discourage French ef- 
forts to line up Great Britain uncl the 
rest o fEurope in "defensive re-ap- 
prochments." 


Hess' Speech 


KOENIGSBURG. Germany.- (/P, - 


Rudolph Hess, cabinet minister known 
us Chancellor Hitjer's "second self," 
in an amazing address Sunday pleaded 
for an understanding with France, 
sounded a warning against impending 
war and defiod any nation lu invade 
Germany. 


The speech was 
delivered 
before 


Nazi leaders of Prussia and wus broad- 
cast throughout the nation. Transla- 
tions were broadcast throughout the 
world, showing the emphasis on this 
pronouncement, which followed by a 
week the bloody "pudge" of the Nazi 
party. 


The speech was amazing not only 


because of its appeal to France, but 
also because of an implied warning 
that war threatens Europe and the de- 
fiance to invaders.

Gas; & Electric Co., of Shreveport. 
which operates electric distributing 
.systems in more than SO cities and 
towns in southwestern, western and 
northwestern Arkansas, concluded ne- 
gotiations with 
the 
Fact 
Finding 


Tribunal Monday concerning n reduc- 
tion in rates and the tribunal recom- 
mended that the company's offer to 
reduce domestic and commercial rates 
approximately 10 per cent be accept- 
ed by the municipalities affected. 


P. A. Lasley, chairman of the tribu- 


nal, said the reduction will save con- 
sumers approximately 54!>,OOU a year 
and will bring total consumer savings 
to nearly $300,000 a year. 


A statewide reduction announced by 


the Arkansas Power & Light Co. fol- 
lowing findings of the tribunal that 
the 
company's 
rates 
at 
Stuttgart 


should be reduced 10 per cent, involv- 
ing consumer savings of $225.000, it 
was said. Reductions negotiated with 
the Oklahoma Gas & Electric Co.. two 
weeks ago totalled about ?25,000. 


Mr. Lasley said the tribunal invited 


the Southcwstcrn Gas & Electric Co., 
to a conference regarding rate reduc- 
tions shortly after the Arkansas Pow- 
er & Light Co. reduction was an- 
nounced. Officials of the Shreveport 
company replied that they were then 
making a study of its operations with 
a v ew to revising its rate schedules 
and would submit the revised schtdule 
to the tribunal. A Licberman, of Shre- 
vcpart, president of the company, sub- 
mitted the proposed schedule and au- 
thorized Chairman Lasley to announce 
that if would bu put in effect us of 
July 1. if approved by the tribunal.

Granted that there are divorces and

whether it is desirable to present such 
themes with such frequency as to lead 
audiences to believe it the regular, 
the modern, and the desirable situa- 
tion. 


And here again the manner of pres- 


entation, and its frequency, is every- 
thing. 


Saving Grace in Direction 


Proper handling and intelligent di- 


rection make all the difference in the 
world. It is hard, for example, to 
think of a more risque plot than to 
have a young man and a girl, unmar- 
ried, traveling across the country in 
an auto and sharing a cabin nights in 
tourist camps along the way. 


Yet that is the plot that was put on 


the screen without raising any volume 
of objection in "It 
Happened One 


Night" with Clark Gable and Clau- 
delte Colbert. Here Frank Capra, the 
director, handled the compromising 
situation with such a delicate touch, 
and with so restrained and tasteful a 
hand, that there was scarcely a single 
objection. 


It was the complete answer to the 


question: Can brains, taste and hon- 
estay of purpose enable the movies to 
handle delicate situations without of- 
fense? 


Makes Liifht of Marriage 


A typical example of the super-so- 


phisticated in the movies 
was 
the 


bringing to that

of 
Noel 


Coward's "Design for Living." Here 
was a play which deliberately set out 
to make light of the marriage tie as 
recognized by society today, by por- 
traying a group of sophisticates who 
bat matrimony about like a tennis 
ball throughout the picture. 


Many audiences, more old-fashioned 


than certain "advanced" sets of play- 
peopk- of the French Riviera, were of" 
fended by'the light view of the mar- 
riage relation which was the very 
theme of this picture. 


The cleverness and smartness of di- 


alogue which marked 
this 
vehicle 


would be lost on young people, it was 
pointed out though they could not 
miss the joking view taken of the 
whole marriage relation. 


Censure for Aim Harding 


Ann Harding is another actress who 


has "gone sophisticated" 
in 
recent 


pictures which have shown a pretty 
hard-boiled attitude toward both mar- 
riage and divorce—"The Right to Ro- 
mance," and "Gallant Lady." 


But her current release, "The Life 


o fVirgie Winters," has aroused even a 
greater storm, though it .wus.re-edltetj 
in Hollywood before release. In this 
picture Anne continues an intrigue 
with an old sweethreat even after he 
marries another girl, who looks on 
the relationship more or 
ILSS com- 


placently. 


Some of the 
pictures 
mentioned 


above no doubt have merit, and sev- 
eral were handled with considerable 
restraint and delicacy. But it is the 
constant flood of such pictures which 
has arouesd the critics. 


No one questions that marriage to- 


day is a problem, and that to elimin- 
ate all pictures about disturbed mar- 
riages would hamstriing the movies as 
a vital art. 


Children Offer Problem 


It is largely a matter of proportion, 


and the showing of three divorce- 
shaken marriages to one that turns 
out happily is regarded as giving a 
warped view of life. 


And while it seems unreasonable to 


expect that all movies be edited to be 
fit for 11-year-old children, the fact 
mutt be realized that children go to 
these 
pictures in 
(Treat 
numbers. 


Whether they oughl to be allowed to 
go is another question—the point is, 
they do. 


And the movie reformers insist that 


tho general run of pictures shall not 
present a consttntly belittling attitude 
toward marriags.

The officers recovered an automo-

bullet holes and pursued another au- 
tomobile whose occupants

at 


them with machine guns. 


First intimation that Dillinger might 


be in the county was rccived when 
an anonymous telephone call to the 
sheriff's office about noon said there 
hi-:d been an automobile accident at 
Eggersvillc about five miles east of 
the city. 


When Traffic Officer 'Robert Shields 


reached the scene he found a new au- 
tomobile in the ditch, iijs body marked 
with bullet holes. Under Sheriff Booth 
and Traffic Officer Anton Raffenstein 
were close behind. All windows in 
the car hud been broken by bullets 
and there were three bullet holes 
through the rear. Officers found a 
.32 calibre 
bullet in the car, which 


bore Indiana license plates. 


The officers were told that 'persons 


in the car had been shot. A body had 
been dragged from the car, farmers 
said, by men in a large grey car, 
which drew up at the scene. 


The body, apparently that of the 


man who drove the Ford, farmers say, 
was laid on the running board of the 
big car. They told officers they were 
sure they recognized one of the men 
in the grey car as Dillinger. Farmers 
were shown pictures of the desperado 
and said there was no doubt about it.

AMSTERDAM, Holland.—(/P)—Bul- 
lets flew in the-streets of Amsterdam 
again Sunday night as soldiers and po- 
lice made a determined effort to sup- 
press a new riot of Communists and 
unemployed persons. Many were in- 
jured asofficiers charged on two street 
barricades in the Wittenburg district, 
poorest section of the city. 


From the housetops, rioters stoned 


police and soldiers and officers replied 
with several volleys of rifle fire. 


In the Jordamm section, where two 


bridges were burned last week, mili- 
tary engineers forestalled an effort of 
a mob of about 200 to burn a church. 


No disorders were reported in other 


sections of Holland. Suppression of 
the Communist newspaper, The Trib- 
une, was believed to have contributed 
to a restoration of order in outlying 
districts.
